‘Forty ‘Persons Killed. - 


New Yong, Oct. 15. 

‘A terrific shock was felt to-day at Torro 
Hauto. (Indians), due to an oxplosiog ut 
the Dupont Binsting Powder, Mills, Tou- 
tanet, 25 miles away, where’ every Duill- 
ing within a radius of halé a milo was 
wrecked, while practically every person in 
Fontaucé was- more or loss hurt. “An 
urgent Fequest has been made for doctors 
and nurses, and every doctor in Brazil, is 
niles distant, has gone to Fontanctin motor 
cars and carriages, while others have gone 
from Terre Baute in a special train, which 
afterwards brought imany of the injured 
to Terre Haute hospitals. 

A fourth explosion occurred at ten 
o'clock, slightly injuring severnl of the 
doctors who were attending the wounded, 
The first shock was distinctly heard ip 
Indianapolis, 65 miles distant. It wis 
also felt at Cincinnati, whero it was thought 
to-be a slight earthquake. 

3.15 pm. 

Tho first explosion occurred in the 
Dupont Glazing Mill, a milo south of 
Fontanet, and killed many of the om- 
ployees, Two other mills thon blow up at 
intervals of a fow moreents, but on tle 
first explosion the workinen at the other 
mills had fled for their lives. Soveral of 
them, however, wero injured by flying 
wreckage. The first explosion also caused 
the inhabitants of the town to flee from 
their homes, and they thus saved thern- 
selves from being buried in the dabris of 
their dwellings. Nobody was killed in the 
town, though the buildings in the vicinity 
of the powder mills were ull destroyed. 

At 10.45, an hour and a-half after the 
first explosion, a great powder magazine 
situated in a hollow several hundred yards 
from the mills, blow up, injuring soveral 
of those working among the dend and 
dying in that locality. 
this explosion was even greater than tliat 
caused by any of the preceding explosions. 
A goods train which was standing on a 
siding near the powder mills took fire,

Why mot a: United. Statea of Europe? 

He fully recogniges that, at 
the. present time, the piopordl i is very 
rauch in the air but he hos shown suf 
ficient confidence in its practicability to 
endeavour to obtain the sympathy of the 
rulers .of the different countries of 
Europe. To each he has addressed. a, 
memorandum setting out’ the argu- 
ments in favour of the federation, —Tha 
‘most important is that n European war 
would become” practically impossible. 
There would be no tradé restrictions in 
the shiipé of tariffs between tho federat- 
ing countries and, oa their main interests’ 
would be consolidated the peoples would 
form prnctically one community. The 
saving on armaments would be about 
two, bimdred millions sterling annually, 
This would result in a grent increase of 
employmént and a cessation of entigra- 
tion to America. Numerous other 
advantages are cited, and then-Sir Max 
proceeds to deal with the difficulties to 
be overcorne before such a federation 
could be brought about. He says: - 
‘Alter all, the difficulties appear greater 
than they really are, and many of them 
aha “e in-cloar_princ 
are adhered to. Aboveall, sigma 
ence of the several States should be 
maintained to the fullest. possible extent, 
and only absolutely necessary sacrifices 
asked for,’ All that is really required 


can be. reduced to two points:-—1.: 


That the Foreign Office always, ‘antl the 
tuilitary and naval command in -time of 
‘war, should, be in one hand-most likely 
‘in the bands of permanent conference 
of the Great Powers.. 2 That there 
should be one tariff for the whole of 
Europe, and that, there should be freo 
trade throughout Europe, or conditions 
as near ag possible to free trade, in case 
insuperable difficulties make absolute 
free trade impossible, Any other. de- 
mands would only increase the difficul- 
tied of.agreement, and might wreck’ the 
whole scheme.”

Qn Baturday evening the cricket ground 
was thronged by an immense crowd who- 
had gathered there to witness tho fete 
arranged in honour of the Shanghai visitors. 
The night was a beautiful one for such o 
function, ag scarcely a breath of air camo 
to away the Chinese lanterns which were 
gracefully hung all round tho ground and 
about the pavilion. The decoration of the 
latter was o work of art: and reflected 
credit on those responsibto—Mr J. Barton, 
Lt. Isnacson, and a party of bluo jacketa 
from the Tamar, The trees around the] 
ground were dotted with smaller lights of 
which, there wero handreds— saine red, 
others blae and others ‘white. 

"Tho grandstand erected to the north- 
westof the ground. was filled by a -brilliont 
assemblaga of ladies and~gontlemen and 
they spent the évening in, talking and 
watching the cinematograph which was be- 
ing exhibited in tha open. This was an in- 
novation for Hongkong and thero is no 
doubt that the pictures shown were much 
upprecinted. The series shown and 
the instrument used were from the Cine- 
muttograph Pathe,in Weismann's Building, 
where an exhibition is given nightly.
